Philatelists were present in goodly numbers at the Hunter sale last 
month when- some good prices were realized, especially for carriers' 
stamps. There were newspaper, unpaid letter, telegraph and local 
stamps, wrappers, envelopes and plate numbers, which, while rare, are 
not so much desired by collectors and do not bring such good prices as 
postage stamps. One postage stamp brought $1710. This is the largest 
sum any stamp has ever brought in this country at auction. It was the 
gem of Mr. Hunter's collection — a specimen of the first issue of Brit- 
ish Guiana in 1850. It is of the two-cent denomination, printed in black 
on a pink ground, and without perforations. Postmasters in the colony 
in those days having to separate one stamp from the other in a sheet 
with scissors. This specimen — a "blue rose" of philately — was bought 
by Mr. Hunter at the De Coppet sale several years ago for $1010, so 
that he realized a good profit on his investment. It is said, however, 
that $2500 was offered privately by a foreign collector for the stamp, 
of which only one ether specimen is known to exist. 

A British Guiana four-cent stamp of the issue 'of 1856 brought $435 ; 
a Confederate stamp of Greenwood of the ten-cent denomination, $220; 
$105 was given for a Confederate Nashville ten-cent stamp, $120 fo,r a 
proprietary five-dollar stamp of 1871, and $108 for a five-hiindred-dollar 
revenue stamp of the second United States issue. A two-hundred-dollar 
stamp of the same issue was bought for $64. A Confederate Spartan- 
burg five-cent stamp brought $54, and a Tellico Plains five-cent stamp 
$60. A -fifteen-cent stamp of 1869 was sold for $75. A horizontal pair 
of twenty-four-cent stamps bearing the date of 1869, for $121, and $380 
for a blue and carmine stamp issued in 1869. 

Other sales were : Ten Baltimore carriers' stamps, 1851 ; horseman, 
one cent black, restored sheet of ten varieties, containing block of four 
and pair. Uncancelled, $48. Baltimore, one-cent red, on white paper, 
original cover, cancelled, $44. Boston, 1849, one-cent black, very rare, 
$1. New York, i842-'46, City Dispatch Post, used provisionally. United 
States Duty Dispatch Post, on original cover, uncancelled, $50. New 
York, three-cent rosy buff, very fine copy, $165. New York, type C29, 
one-cent rose, on original cover, uncancelled, $ai. Philadelphia,^ one- 
cent blue glazed, on original cover, lightly cancelled, $41. Philadelphia, 
i849-'50, type C28, one-cent rose, letter S, cut close at sides, on origmal 
cover, but uncancelled, $26. Boston, 1849, two-cent black, rare, $51. 
Baltimore, one cent red, on white paper, original cover, $44, uncancelled.

Among the Japanese art objects imported by the Yamanaka firm and 
sold at auction last month there were a few numbers which show the 
prevalent prices of these articles de vertu. , 

A sixfold screen by Tsunenobu, dated 1688, brought $42.50. A pair 
of sixfold screens by Sanraku Kano, date 1596, were sold for $240; a 
sixfold screen by Utanosuke Kano, date 1532, for $152.50; a sixfold 
screen by Yeizan, eighteenth century, for $72.50; a temple lantern, 
green bronze, with open-work casting in design of Tokugawa crests 
and Ho-0 birds and with the Dog Foo in high relief on eight panels 
on its base, for $95, and a pair of white glaze vases, teakwood stand, 

Further there were a mammoth bronze lantern which sold for $500; 
a pair of eiehtfold screens by Chiyo Ouo, i547, for ^ apiece; a bronze, 
figure of "Sizo," with sceptre, standing on lotus flower pedestal, for 
$100 • a p-rand jar, with Ho-0 birds and peach tree in blossom, in many 
rich colors on soft white glaze, for $160, and an old bronze fount, green 
patina, lotus-shaped, for $115- „ . ,, ^ r- j n <-• .^im of
